The middle school exa- le, communicated bya correspondent, 
mination, Panjab. criticising the system of the middle 
school examination, Panjab. The writer first refers to the 
fact that since the establishment of the middle school exami+ 
nation the standard of passable marks has been changed 


several times. At first history, geography, and mathematics © 


were treated as one subject, and 33 per cent. was fixed as the 
passable number of marks in each. subject. Then history, 
geography, and mathematics were treated as different sub- 
jects, each being regarded as a separate subject by itself, 
and it was ruled that every successful candidate must obtain 
40 per cent. of the marks fixed for each subject, and 50 per cent. 
on an average of the total number of marks. The standards 
of marks have now again been altered from 40 and 50 per 
cent, to 33 and 40 per cents. respectively. The prestige of the 
middle school examination is sure to suffer from this con- 
stant change in the number of passable marks. The director 
of public instruction should exerdise greater discretion in 
the selection of examiners. The examiners should not 
try to make a vain display of their knowledge; * but 
endeavour to test the ability of the candidates. The writer 
then proceeds to complain that some of the examiners. do‘ not 
themselves examine all the: ‘answer papers of the candidates. 
They exkmine only some of the papers, and have the bulk ‘of 
the papers examined by their friends or - their subordinate 
officers.

The writer dwelt at length on the miserable fate. of Hindu 
widows, and asked: the Government to interfere on their. he-. 
half, and enact a law permitting them to remarry. The 
article was briefly noticed in the Selections for the week ending 
tlie 16th: March, 1878, page 205. The following is an extract 
from the remarks made by the Aryan on the above article :— 


“In these circumstances it is not surprising that, J yotir- 
bid should earnestly desire to obtain the help of Government 
in bringing about the remarriage of widows. If it should: 
appear that the majority of the people of the country are 
ready for such a new and unusual law, perhaps this measure 
might be deemed proper and advantageous. And there is no 
doubt whatever that Queen Victoria, the Empress of India, 
who is herself a widow, and whom Jyotirbid honours and 
praises, would be most happy to consent to such an arrange- 
ment. But if the majority of the men of the country do not 
wish for the measure, or if, indeed, they are opposed to it, then 
to enact such a law would do more harm than good. Again 
if in point of fact so many persons do really desire the ar- 


rangement, why do they not themselves-endeavour to carry 
it out ? . 


~ In conclusion, the wonderful change in this country, thus 
made manifest, is chiefly owing to the diffusion of the light 
of the Christian religion, which is gradually shining in the 
darkest places.
